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Elijah Parish Lovejoy 


Elijah P. Lovejoy was the first 
American martyr in behalf of the 
freedom of the 
press. 
Although 
John Peter Zenger of New York is 
frequently given claim to this dis­ 
tinction, it seems to belong right­ 
fully to Lovejoy: whereas Zenger 
spent nearly a year in prison for 
the cause of free speech and free 
press activities. Lovejoy gave his 
life. 
He was killed fighting 
for 
gradual emancipation and uphold­ 
ing to the end his right to speak, to 
write, and to publish whatever he 
pleased on 
any 
subject—‘‘being 
amenable to the laws of my coun­ 
try for the same." 
This 
tragedy 
which had its 
beginning 
in 
St. 
Louis and its end across the river 
at Alton, Illinois, helped to widen 
and deepen the gulf of 
sectional 
antagonism. 
Lovejoy was born 
at 
Albion, 
Maine, on November 9, 1802, one 
hundred and thirty-eight years ago 
this week. He was graduated from 
Waterville college, now Colby Col­ 
lege, in 1826. taught school until 
May, 1827, then emigrated to St. 
L >uis where 
he 
taught 
school 
again and for a short time edited a ' 
Whig newspaper. 
He returned to 
the East in 1832 and was graduat­ 
ed 
from 
Princeton 
Theological 
seminary in 1833. 
Although or­ 
dained for the ministry, he return­ 
ed to St. Louis 
to 
become 
the 
editor of the St Louis Observer, n 
Presbyterian weekly of consider­ 
able influence 
Although his views on the slav­ 
ery question in the beginning were 
conservative, he finally enlisted his 
paper in 
the 
Presbyterian 
war 
against slavery, advocating grad­ 
ual emancipation 
Southern sym­ 
pathizers in St Louis, a river port 
for the lower South, broke into his 
office, destroyed the furniture, and 
did considerable damage 
to 
his 
press. 
Lovejoy refused to moder­ 
ate his tone, and finally in July. 
1836, he was forced to move across 
the river to Alton, Illinois. 
His 
press arrived from St. Louis one 
Sunday morning, but was dumped 
into the river the following eve­ 
ning as Lovejoy had been led by 
his religious convictions to leave it 
unguarded on the wharf during the 
Sabbath. 
The people of Alton, on 
the whole favoring Lovejoy’s views 
as they were at that 
time, 
con­ 
demned the action 
and 
pledged 
money for a new press. 
On Sep­ 
tember 8, 1836. he published the 
first issue of the Alton Observer. 
His views began to change, how­ 
ever, and he became by conviction 
and sympathy an abolitionist, up­ 
holding the doctrine of immediate 
emancipation. 
It is said that Lovejoy promised 
to edit his paper in the interest of 
the church only, but soon abolition 
notes crept in 
Finally, on Ju ly 4, 
1937, he printed a call 
for 
the 
abolitionists at Alton to 
form a 
state auxiliary to the 
American 
anti-slavery society. 
After many 
delays, the state society was 
or- ! 
ganized on October 26. 
Many of 
the people of Alton considered this 
an outrage and twice again a mob 
destroyed his press. 
Each 
time, 
however, the 
Ohio 
anti-slavery 
society sent him another. 
On October 1, 1837. Lovejoy vis­ 
ited St. 
Charles, 
Missouri, 
and 
there a band of men 
under 
the 
leadership 
of 
a 
pro-Southemer 
who had helped destroy his Alton 
press broke into the home of his 
mother-in-law and 
attempted to 
take him by force. 
With the help 
of his wife and friends, Lovejoy 
was able to escape the mob, al­ 
though not without being roughly 
handled. 


Lovejoy’s fourth press arrived 
on November 7, 1837, 
and 
was 
stored in a warehouse under guard. 
A score or two of men attacked 
the building that night, murdered 
Lovejoy, and destroyed the press. 
The whole country was aroused. 
Northern newspapers w’ere strong 
in their 
indignation, 
and 
dead. 
Lovejoy became a 
greater 
force 
than when alive. Wendell Phillips 
first gained fame as an orator in 
his Faneuil Hall speech in Boston | 
on the murder of Lovejoy.

Argirocastro, one of Albania’s 
chief communication centers, is a 
city of some 10,000 normal popula­ 
tion about 15 miles inland 
from 
Porto Edda, the 
chief 
southern 
port. 
Settled 16 centuries ago, the city 
is a conglomerate of the very old 
and the new. 
The ancient silver 
crafts for which Argirocastro be­ 
came famous throughout the Bal­ 
kans are still carried on. 
A good highway links the 
city 
with Tepeleni and the 
Port 
of 
Valona on the northwest and with 
Porto Edda on the southwest. 
The plague of 1814 nearly wiped 
out Argirocastro during one of its 
most prosperous periods. 
In the Balkan wars of 1912-13 it 
suffered heavily 
and 
later 
was 
claimed 
unsuccessfully 
by 
the 
Greeks. 
During the world 
war, 
when Greece and Italy were al­ 
lies, Argirocastro was 
first 
oc­ 
cupied by the Greeks and then by 
the Italians. 
There, in June, 1917, an Italian 
General proclaimed the independ­ 
ence of all Albania under the pro­ 
tection of Italy. Later the Italians 
and other foreign forces withdrew
